Removal Of Profits 
Stops Development 


One correspondggt has com- 
mented on my cokggmm of Aug. 6 
in which I suggested the possi- 
bility that we would do better fo 
build up our own industries 
using our own resources rather 
than export the raW materials for 
the United States to process. 

The point, raised by a number 
of people is namely) that regard- 
less of theoretical advantages, we 
might be better off to sell our 
materials for cash before some of 
the other nations devise substi- 
tutes to replace our materials en- 
tirely. 

Furthermore, we cannot de- 
velop otir own industry as long 
as we continue to reduce produc- 
tion and then drain off most of 
the proceeds through taxation 

That is a big subject. Yet it is 
important because we teo often 
forget that if you remove all 
profits, you also stop all expan- 
sion and development 

We sometimes forget 
way you can have a corner gro- 
cery store is by saving the 
money and possibly borrowing 
more in order to buy enough 
stock to open for business. That 
provides a small store 

But if that store is to be en- 
larged in order to provide more 
service, it requires more capital 


the only 


and the only way capital is 
secured is by using some of the 
profits 


If the store-keeper spends all 
he makes, he will never be able 
to enlarge his business and it the 
government takes the majority 
in taxes, he will never be able to 


expand. Yet if we never permit 
any business to expand, how can 
we hope to develop new indus- 
try?

The one fact that must be 
clearly understood is that no 
business can expand without 
making some profit from which 
the cost of the expanazion is paid. 

The moment profits are abol- 
ished, all expansion ceases. 

A farmer cannot even break 
more land unless he has made a 
profit from which he pays the 
cost of the new breaking. A per- 
son cannot even have a home 
unless he saves some of the 
wages or profits and uses them 
for this purpese. 

For this reason government 
policy does have a definite bear- 
ing upon the rate at which busi- 
ness can develop. 


The United States developed 
during a period when the gov- 
ernment took little from the 


people or business. Today wher 
Canada should be expanding 
rapidly, the government is taking 


a huge slice and every dollar 
taken by the government means 
a dollar less for investment in 
new enterprises. 

Not Total 

Reduction 

I am not going to suggest we 
would be better to abolish all 
government services and reduce 


taxes to the vanishing point. 

But I do suggest we can overdo 
the taxation to the point of hin 
dering progress. That is hap- 
pening right now. 

Taxes have been reduced. Yet 
when you consider the increase 
in the cust of everything—which 
means the depreciation in the 
actual value of a doliar, it fol- 
lows that earnings of a much 
higher rate are worth consider- 
ably less. Yet we are taxed on 
the basis of dollars 

Thus in order to maintain liv- 


ing standards on a par with for- 
mer years a larger incceme is 
n¢é ry 

But even though that larger in- 
< « may not be worth any 
more im actual value we pa) 
higher taxes because the number 
of dollars is greater. This cer- 
tainly offsets part of the tax re 
ductions and still leaves both 


private and business incomes too 
heavily burdened. 

Thus, neither private eitizens 
nor corporations of any size have 
the means for development of 
new industries which would have 
been possible had the government 
slice been a bit smaller,
